These sources, unidentifiable by 
name. said the G erm ans were not 
under arrest but described them as 
being “protectively held" until they 
are completely cleared of all possible 
complicity in the eleventh-hour sui­ 
cide by which Goering m anaged to 
precede his IO doomed colleagues in 
death. 
The secrecy surrounding the burial 
place of the one-tim e No. 2 Nazi 
and the IO who died by the noose 
yesterday m orning 
rem ained 
im ­ 
penetrable. although It was believed 
the bodies had been spirited away 
by plane for interm ent. 
Burial A Secret 
Rumors without confirm ation cir­ 
culated in the corridors of the old 
prison th at the ringleaders of Adolf 
H itler’s wrecked fascist state might 
have been buried at sea. A nother i 
said the eleven were crem ated and 
their ashes scattered. 
The three-m an Army board inves­ 
tigating the Goering suicide, m ean­ 
while called in. one by one, every 
person who conceivably m ight have 
had some connection with the pudgy 
Reichmarshal in his last days and 
nights In the death block. 
Col. Richard McConnell, public re­ 
lations officer, told reporters no a r­ 
rests have been m ade in connection 
with 
the 
investigation 
and 
that 
none as yet, were ‘'contem plated.” 
The Allied Control Council's Com­ 
mission which conducted the execu­ 
tions disclosed th a t it had transla­ 
tions of th e threfc notes Ooering left 
in his cell but said the contents of 
the notes would not be divulged. 
One of the notes was addressed to 
the prison com m andant. 
Suspects Attorney
